But all the attributes of the 
Christ as priest to God from eternity, as 
an embassador from God to men, and 
their advocate before God (or Parak 
lete), are ascribed by Philo to the 
eternal Logos; but he does not dream of 
the possibility of his incarnation.

When a mere lad Tom would conceal him- 
self in his master’s house, and after midnight

however, in this innocent diversion and repri- 
í manded. The children of the household, de- 
lighted with his marvelous powers, encouraged 
him to play on all occasions by stealth, But 
his genius soon became so manifest that his 
master found it to his interest to have it culti- 
vated and turned to profit.

But lot us present two cases taken from 
the many authentic reports of cures pro 
duced, giving In the frat instance the 
srry of Miss Annie Vials, of St. Albans, 
England, 

Annie Vials and her disease were the 
talk of the English medical world for 
several yours, and nearly half a dozen 
hospitals havo reports of it in thelr an- 
nals, Her constitution as a child was of 
a very scrofulous condition, At sixteen 
years of age sho was obliged to give up 
har work altogether on account of her 
mother’s Illness, which demanded the 
young daughter's time, night and day, 
during the whole year, At last the 
mother died, but now it was discovered 
that the daughter was Ill and growing 
rapidly worse.

We have chosen this case, not that 
there was no caso more recent to relate, 
but becausethe facts are authentic beyond 
any doubt, and because it shows the en- 
tire helplessness of the medical science 
in such cases. As a second instance we 
will take note of one of the cures made b, 
Professor Carl Sixtus, who is now resid- 
ing in Chicago., Carl Sixtus isa native 
of Proderiks un, in Denmark, and has 
achieved many wonderful cures in the

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ORGANIZATION. 
Views of Lyman C. Howe. 


To THE EpiITor:—Several weeks ago 
when in Detroit, Mich., I read the plan 
and articles of association as prepared 
by Mr. M. J. Mathews, the prospectus 
of which appeared In THE PROGRESSIVE 
THINKER of October 24. This plan 
seems tome the most feasible of any yet 
suggested, Indeed I do not see how any 
one interested in the betterment of so- 
clety and the perpetuity of a free 
government can 27 5 to the objects 
set forth, It is broad enough forall, It 
draws no arbitrary lines of faith, and 
welcomes all who will co-operate for the 
aims set forth, It proposes a system 
which, if carried into practice, ought to 
create u new erain the development of 
modern Spiritualism, All over the 
country are societies that havestruggled 
on for years against the overwhelming 
advantages secured to other denomina- 
tions by their system of organization, 
Hundreds of localities have the material 
for useful work, that might be made 
operative if there were facilities at hand; 
but to become a legal body competent to 
do business—without which no per- 
manent success can be expected—they 
must incur a heavy expense to secure a 
charter (#50 to 8100, I think) and this 
discouragement at the outset prevents 
any action at all. With such a general 
organization as this plan proposes and 
provides for in a practical way, subordl- 
nate societies could be organized and 
chartered at a trifling expense. This 
would not only make the way easy for a 
few earnest souls to start a work in 
localities that have now no society at all 
and from small beginnings thus equipped 
to grow into permanent usefulness, but 
the spirit fraternity and practical co- 
operation thus brought into business 
relations, systematically arranged to 
meet the general need, would be a 
powerful stimulus to new societies and to 
those already organized and isolated, If 
Spiritualists care to maintain an iden- 
tity and carry forward the great work 
indicated in our philosophy, some such 
movement must soon be made, Already 
organized bodies have absorbed a large 
share of the best minds, who, despairing 
of anything practical and permanent in 
Spiritualism as publicly cultivated, have 
sought a home where there was promise 
of permanence and reliable work to 
engage the intellect and heart in all 
that pertains to the higher education, 
With the one conception of phenomenal 
demonstrations, they find the principles 
of Spiritualism permeating the thought 
and directing the action of many of these 
religious bodles. Now, it seems to me 
that Spiritualism is entitled to the first 
place In the world’s pantheon of pro- 
Pieced It ought not to be crowded into 

ark alleys and dingy halls, over sa- 
loons, stores and offices, for its public 
devotions. It should not be left to run 
the gauntlot between religious quackery 
and scientific dogmatism, and as fast as 
ita fruita ripen, let its enemies reap the 
profits, that they may be able to stamp 
out ite dovoted tinartyra and dictate 
terms to all ite mediums, 

Spiritualism cannot be organized un- 
der any human regulations, But Spir- 
itualista may unite for mutual helpful- 
noss, and establish a system for practical 
and eMfielent work that in a twelvemonth 
might astonish themselves and the 
world in the revelations of success, For 
one, I like Brother Matthow's plan, and 
bellove It may be successfully reduced 
to practice, and become the Instrument 
for Re Spiritualism before the 
world Ina way to compel respectful at- 
tontion, and secure for it all advantages 
accruing to other corporate bodles; and 

uadruple ite effective usefulness 
throughout this broad land. And this 
is the only plan have ever seen fora 
general organization that seemed to me 
to have the elements of practical suo- 
oosa. Only one thing ts necessary, and 
that is to Inspire the representatives of 
the oause with Interest and earnestness 
to take hold of It and push if to a success- 
ful conclusion, Brothers and sisters, 
aball we utilize this opparin? We 
ĉan 1 will, Or, we can supinely walt 
and drift, and let creeds and creden 


wollt by our stupidity.
